Dry DDT goes into suspension in 
w ate r less readily than any other 
form and withstands rain more d e­ 
sirably 
It. contains no oil to cause 
burning or to help DDT penetrate 
the hide. 
The DDT 
particles are 
microscopic in size and thus a given 
amount covers a grea ter area than 
other forms.

XPERTS on farm economy have 
warned cotton growers of the 
South that cotton farms must 
be mechanized to reduce cost 
of production if this basic industry 
in the nation's economy is to survive.

Many large cotton farms in Tex is 
end ()klahoma have been mechaniz­ 
ed in e v e r y operation except chop­ 
ping and picking, and these opera­ 
tions now are bt mg converted from 
hand operations to machine op era­ 
tions 
Cotton chopping is more ad­ 
vanced mechanically than picking, 
but recently developed cotton pick- 
era now are operated successfully 
an I economically. 
Mechanical cotton pickers are be­ 
ing used extensively in the Sari Joa ­ 
quin Valley of California where a 
crop of more than 50,000 acres of 
cotton last year was harvested m e ­ 
chanically 
Mechanical cotton pick­ 
ers also were used last year in m an y 
fields in the Rio Grande Valley and 
in large fields 
in 
Southwest and 
West Texas. Successful operation of 
these machines has been amply d e m ­ 
onstrated. 
Only within the last year has th* 
m anufacture of mechanical cotton 
pickers been placed on a quantity 
basis, and m anufacturers found d e­ 
mand exceeded 
output. 
The 
m e ­ 
chanical cotton picker has been test­ 
ed and definitely advanced beyond 
the experimental stage. 
The m a­ 
chine is an assured success. 
The m echanical cotton picker it 
to the cotton industry what the com ­ 
bine is to the w heat industry. It is 
fast becoming a necessity. And like 
grain combines, m echanical cotton 
pickers are being operated by fleet 


m f 
ow ners who take the m achines from 
field to field picking each owner I 
crop for a fee fixed either on a par- 
acre or a per-bale basis. 


Operate Pickers at Night 
In the large cotton fields of South 
and Southwest Texas it was not un­ 


c o m m o n to see two or more mechan­ 
ical cotton pickers operating in a 
single field. 
In 
California's 
San 
Joaquin Valley often as many as ten 
machines would be operated In a 
single field, pu king a crop of several 
hundred acres in a few days. Pickers 
were equipped with electric light* 
and operated at night. 
It is the acreage 
and 
not 
the 
amount of seed cotton that deter­ 
mines the time required for harvest 
with mechanical equipment 
A ma­ 
chine can pick one acre of cotton 
that yields two bales to the acre In 
just about the same time that it can 
pick an acre yielding less than a bale. 
Tlie mechanical picker can be more 
profitably used in fields of large 
per -acre yield 
Statistics show that over a period 
of years cotton growers have paid an 
average rate for picking equivalent 
to the value of 20 pounds of seed 
cotton picked ready to deliver to th* 
gin for each IOO pounds of seed cot­ 


ton picked. 
In other words, picking 
has cost one-fifth of the cotton pick­ 
ed; one-fifth of the m oney the grow­ 
er received when he sold a bale of 
cotton and the seed went to pay for 
picking that bale. 
The rate of pick­ 
ing has steadily advanced and last 
year was considerably higher than 
tho average. 
In California cotton growers say 
the saving in cost of picking in two 
seasons will pay for the mechanical 
picker. 
Intr eduction of mechanical cotton 
pickers will he f blowed by many 
important changes in cotton fa rm ­ 
ing 
Dr. George J Wilds, president 
and general manager 
of 
a 
well­ 
know n pedigreed cotton seed com­ 
pany in South Carolina which is at 
work in developing a cr tton better 
suited to machine picking, says; 
B etter Farming Necessary 
‘ 'I he mechanical picker po id> to 
a new and mon* profitable way of 
growing cotton, but we will have to 
revise our operating methods very 
considerably up to harvest. 
First 
of all, wa will have to rearrange our 


Arid* to make longer rows and thue 
reduce turn-around time at the end* 
of the rows. Cleaner farming, which 
means better farm ing, w ill be neces­ 
sary. 
This w ill be accomplished by 
m ore thorough tillage 
and 
more 
careful and more frequent cultiva­ 
tion so that at the time or harvest 
there w on’t be any weeds or grass to 
bring down the grade of cotton.” 
M echanical pickers operate moat 
efficiently in cotton with few open 
bolls near the ground; bolls highef 
up the stalk are 
more 
desirable 
Plant breeders are at work now la 
developing cotton that 
w ill 
havo 
these desirable 
qualities. 
Expert* 
also are at work to develop ways for 
controlling growth of 
weeds 
and 
grass after the final cultivation, such 
as Johnson grass, water grass and 
other vegetation that comes up after 
the last plowing. 
These not only 
reduce harvesting 
efficiency, 
bul 
they entangle the lint and produce 
grassy bales which are penalized el 
tim e of sale 
That the m echanical cotton picker 
is necessary if the cotton-growing 
industry of this country is to survive 
is the opinion expressed by Ray Pro­ 
vost, field manager for the Produc­ 
ers Oil Company, operating one of 
the largest cotton farms 
in 
Cali­ 
fornia. 
Says Provost: 
‘‘It is my opinion that mechaniza­ 
tion of our cotton crop is not only 
desirable from an economic point 
of view, but it is necessary if we 
w ish to survive in our industry. The 
future of cotton is in the hands of 
the cotton grower, and I am certain 
the growers w ill be able to meet the 
challenge of 
foreign 
growth 
and 
syifthetic com petition.”
